"Kentacky could poaaibly save from 
twenty to thirty per cent of the money 
expended for road work under the 
State aid plan, if the (onvicts <'Ould 
be used on the public highways, and 
in the preparation of the materials 
whicb go into the highways. It would 
ible to establiab aeaU-perma- 
in the varioas conntiea 
where limestone is available ta large 
quantities and prepare this material 
for road building, ready to be deliv 
ered by rail or motor truck to roads 
under construction, and these camps 
could be maiataiaad inetieally the 
entire seaaoa. 

"In EdBoaaon County, Kentucky 
Oare exists an unlimitable deposit of

This material has an overbur- 
daa of from ten to twenty feet of soil, 
aand or rock, an<i lii-s lu a h irlzontal 
atnUa of from six to twenty feet in 
thidaaas.

Another important fac- 
tor to be coaaidered ia the redaction 
of the coat, the reducing of the coat 
making it poasihie for all the eoaatlaa 
in the atate — not merely the rMi eona* 
ties — bnt practically all of than, to 
constract permanent roads. When one 
stops to consider that there are one 
hundred and twenty counties in Ken- 
tucky, most of them having a road 
fund ranging from $500 to $5,UU0, while 
ess than ten have a road fund of more 
than $20,u*io, it is quite an easy matter 
to uoderstand the advantage that con- 
vict tabor would furnish tLese couiv- 
ties, where funds are limited, in tho 
securing of permanent types of road. 

"The convict labor would not come 
In (onipetition witii frer labor, for 
without 11 the counties would be com- 
pelled to build a cheaper l.vpe of road, 
and in many instances would not be 
able to build at all, while, with the 
convict labor, better and more durable 
types of road could be constructed, as 
well as a more durable type of bridges. 
Kveii in the fabrication of steel mate- 
rial for the longer span bridges these 
could be obtained at a much cheaper 
figure, with the convict labor, than 
they could be done by contract. 

"In sumuiiug up the advantages to 
the counties and to the state, one 
should not overlook the big advantage 
to the convict himself — the wholesome 
out-of-door labor — bftteriiig him, men- 
tally, morally and physically — a much 
more healtliy occupation than that 
which he waaM tod laalda the prtsou 
walls."
